THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 


From Our Specias. CORRESPONDENT. 

We are now in the midst of the Municipal 
Flections, but it would be an exaggeration lo 
say that we are yery much excited about 
them. A long and extended tour round open- 
air meetings, held by all shades of opinion, 
revealed an almost universal state of apathy. 
The fact is that they have come at the 
wrong time. Had they coincided with the 
there. would 
have been wigs on the green with a vengeance, 
and it is possible that a clean sweep of the 
“old gang ” might have been made. The 
question of party war-cries lias been a difficult 
one. For many years we have had but. one 
for parliamentary and municipal | élections 
alike—‘‘Close: the ranks!”’ . I wrote some 
weeks ago in this column that it would he 
interesting to see what new slogans would 
be adopted now that the boundary question 
is off the political map. So far, there has 
been little new. Occasionally electors are 
exhorted to support the “Old Flag”; but 
more usually the candidates stand for “ Fair 
play all-round,’ “ Fair wages,” and even 
“Clean politics!”’ Opposition candidates 
naturally comment most adversely on the 
attitude taken by some of the retiring 
members on the housing scandal; in fact, 
little else is to be heard, beyond an occasional 
reference to the question of Sunday bands in 
the public parks and the customary diatribe— 
only too justified, unfortunately — against 
over-great expense of administration. 

It is a popular belief that the best way to 
hit a Belfast man is to put your hand in his 
pocket. While not entirely a delusion—we 
part no more readily with our money than 
dees anybody else—it is most certainly not 
the whole truth. By far the best way to 
arouse a Belfast man’s bitterest enmity 1s to 
make a disparaging remark about his city. 
Not so very long ago the name of Mr. St. 
John Ervine was anathema here because he 
made a reference to the “ Christmas-cake 
architecture of the City Hall. Last Monday 
Mr. Porte, a distinguished architect, made 
somewhat gimilar criticisms in a lecture which 
he delivered to the Ulster Art Society, and 
did not confine his criticism to the City Hall. 
The result has been the most widespread 
indignation. ‘Whe is this Mr. Porte? 
“How dare he revile the finest public 
buildings in the yorld?’*-ete. Far -be ' 
from a layman to step in where experts 
differ and where angels might fear to tread, 
but it does seem that the appearance of the 
City Hall would be improved greatly were it 
to be surrounded: by nothing except an 
approach of level grass.

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the Court 
were of opinion that the decision of the 
Circuit Judge was right.

_motor car when he was at least twelve yards 
‘away, and if he did not see them at that 
i distance the infereuce to be drawn from it 
was that he was not keeping a proper look- 
out.

COUSIN CLAIMS INTEBEST IN 


ESTATE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA,) 

In the case of Edward Lawless, of 16 Lower 
Summerhill, Dublin, against Michael Bow, of 
87 Emmet street, Inchicore, Dublin, 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Kenny (instructed by Messrs. Vincent 
and Beatty), on behalf of the plaintiff, moved 
to have the action set down for hearing before 
a judge and special jury, and for direction as 
to the mode of citing the next-of-kin. 

The plaintiff claimed to be the sole executor 
of the last will; dated 2nd July, 1925, of 
Joseph Byrne, late’ of 3 Ballybough road, 
Dublin, who died on the 29th September, 
1925, and to have the will established. De- 
fendant claimed an interest in the estate, 
and, in addition to the usual pleas, he pleaded 
undue influence. | 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked whether undue 
influerce was alleged against anybody in par- 
ticular. 

Mr. Maguire replied that undue influence 
was mentioned against the plaintiff» only. 
Both parties wanted a special jury. The 
assets, about £3.000, were invested ‘in Guin- 
ness’s shares. The deceased gentleman was 
a man of independent means, and there were 
some points that his lordship would have to 
decide. The first was as to whether the jury 
should be a city or a county special jury. 
The: plaintiff asked for a city special jury and 
the defendant for a county special. 

Counsel read an affidavit, in which the 
defendant stated that under the terms of the 
alleged will the plaintiff was universal legatee, 
with the exception of two legacies, one of 
£500. to defendant’s sister, Mrs. Mary Anne 
Hackett, and £50 to the Rev. Father Condrin. 
Plaintiff carried. on business in a large way 
as licensed vintner and grocer, and was: well 
known and influential in the licensed trade. 
Defendant was a working cooper in tha em- 
ployment. of Messrs. A. Guinness, Son and 
Co., Ltd.,'and he was desirous of having the 
action tried byv”a judge and special jury of 
the County of-Dublin, as he was advised and 
believed that, as the city special jurors were 
mostly drawn from the commercial life of the 
City of Dublin, it was probable that a large 
num of any such city special Jurors. would 
ba friends of, of in close touch with, the plain- 
‘tiff, and it was very fatural that; they should 
be more. favourable to the plaintiff than to 
him on the trial of the action. As he was 
charging the plaintiff with undue influence, 


it was very important that the action should. 
be tried by a jury to whom both the plaintiff 
and defendant are strangers. 

Mr. Maguire remarked that that would 
seem to constitute a gross libel on the special 
jurors of the City of Dublin. . 

Mr, James Geoghegan, K.C., who; with 
Mr. Felix H. Sherry (instructed by Mr. James 
Fagan), appeared for the defendant, said that 
that was not intended. 

Mr. MEAS aa they could not dis- 
criminate between a city publican and a 
cooper in Guinness s. i ! 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What is the interest of 
the defendant under the will? 

Mr. Maguire—The defendant is not a bene- 
ficiary. He claims to be next-of-kin. He is a 
cousin, and one of the difficulties I will have 
.to ask your lordship’ te solve is how we are to 
cite these next-of-kin We de not know who 
they are. | 

Mr. Geoghegan said that there would be no 

difficulty as to givihg’ particulars oí next-of- 
kin. Mr. Fagan would supply them. There 
were three altogether, one of whom lived in 
America. The only question of any im- 
portance in the case was as to the jury that 
would try it. The plaintiff, added counsel, 
was no relative of the deceased, and the only: 
relationship. that could have existed between 
the two was the relationship of publican and 
customer. It was not for him (counsel) to 
object to a city jury, but what had his friend 
to say agamst.a county jury? 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that it was quite 
impossible for him te hold that. a special jury 
of the City of Dublin eould not fairly con- 
sider a case between a publican and a person 
in the position of Mr. Bow, who was “a cooper. 
Everybody whe had experience of Dublin 
jurors knew that.it would be inconsistent 
with their history for many years before he 
was at the Bar, and during the time he was 
at. the Bar, that they could not hold the 
scale of justice evenly between two parties 
Consequently he could not see why the natural 
and obvious. venue of the City of Dublin 
should hot prevail in this case. The question 
of next-of-kin Mr Fagan would deal with. 

Mr, Sherry asked for an order for .dis-

GALWAY PROFESSOR’S: 
SCHEME. 


The. establishment of a State Medical 
Service in the Saorstat was advocated ty 
Mr. M. G. O'Malley, M.D., F.R.C.S.E., 
Professor of Surgery, : University College, 
Galway, in a lecttire which he gave.on 
Thursday before the members of | the 
Galway Chamber of Commerce. He sum- 
marised his- proposals as follows :— _. 

1—A full-blooded Ministry of Health. 

2—Whole-time medical officers to replace 
the present dispensary system. These should 
be men of training and ability, and they 
should be well paid for their important work, 
for they would be the outposts of the system. 
At present the dispensary doctor was con- 
sidered a poor type, although he occupied a 
very important position, and the primary. 
diagnosis rested with him. 

ó— State control of hospitals, the staffs to 
be full-time men. 

4—*he appointment cf publie health and 
scheol inspector medical officers, and the pro- 
vision of dental treatment, especially for 
children. 

5—The appointment of an adequate number 
of health nurses. Entrance to the service 
should be y competitive examination, and 
the successful candidates should be graded

according to their suitability. ~Compalsory 
retirement should be at the age of 65) A 
small number would be found suitable “for 
research work at the hospitals or universities. 

Surgeon O* Malley suggested that the money 
for the scheme could be cbtained by a gigantie 
scheme of insurance. Thus would be laid the 
foundation of preventive medicine. 

“Tt is the considered opinion of the jeaders 
of our profession,’ he added. “ that every 
individual over forty should he overhauled 
periodically. If we could get people to he 
examined periodically, we could diseover in 
time and prevent much disease and suffering.’’ 

In the discussion which followed. Dr. D. V. 
Morris, while advocating prevention, objected 
to a State medical service on the ground that 
it would prevent individual work... He 
thought that all! that Surgeon O'Malley had 
suggested could be done by individual team 
work among the doctors, as was now being 
done so successfully at the Central Hospital, 
Galway, which was the first institution of its 
kind and the finest in the provinces, i 

Dr. Conor O'Malley. seerelarv of the 
Board, held that a State service 
would sap individual enthusiasm, which’ was 
really what mattered and what made for pro- 
gress in the profession. 

Dr. M. Davitt, resident physician, Central 
Hospital, Said that one of the anomalies in 
Ireland’ to-day was that medical men were 
controlled by lay boards which knew Tittle of 
their difficulties.

DECORATIVE GLASS.

ONE OF DUBLIN'S GROWING | 
INDUSTRIES. | 


The manufacture of- glass for decorative | 
purposes is a Dublin industry, which, if little | 
known to the ordinary public, is holdine its | 
own against severe competition from Great 
Britain and the Continent. 

The industry is carried on by the: Plate 
Glass and Silicate Marble Co., of which Mr. 
Charles Stephens is the head, in .Jolinson’s 
place, opposite to Mercer's Hospital. Almost | 
fifty men are employed, but the number could 


be trebled if the firm were supported fullv. | 
even by Dublin alone. As it is, Mr. Stephens | 
has had to enlarge his premises and plant | 
quite recently. The Irish trade in glass for | 
decoration, however, has possibilities for Irish 
} workers far beyond the capacity of this. the 
only firm which makes it here. 

The silvering, bevelling and embossing of 
plate-glass in. Dublin, as a trade, is only 
twenty five years old Mr. Stephens became 
interested in it through his acquaintance with 
a Russian Jew, named Balsom; who carried 
1 Ou In a small way, for a short time in Kevin 
street. The man was a real artist and a 
clever workman, impressed with the pdssibili- 
ties of developing the industry in Dublin. 
Mr. Stephens started with three men—an 
Englishman, a Scotsman and himself—and 
within a quarter of a century his factory has 
outgrown itself many times, and has turned 
out scores of Dublin young men as craftsmen 
in glass. Most of the young men, however, 
have had to leave the country to find em- 
ployment. 

The work turned out by the firm is highly 
prized by those who appreciate both artistic 
merit and wearing qualities in decorative 
glass. It is to be seen in many business 
houses in the city, and in publie buildings, 
such as churches, throuchout the tounttv. 
All the glass used in the elaborate decoration 
of Messrs. Noblett’s sheps in Dublin was 
manufactured in Johnson s place, and most 
of the Dublin. hanging signs which are lighted 
by electricity also are the product of this 
Dublin factory. The firm s most distinctive 
work is found in the advertisement mirrors, 
used largely by distilling companies. Quite 
recently Mr. Stephens secured an order ol 
this class which for years had been placed 
across the water. An Irish railway contract 
for bevelled glass has also been secured by 
this firm within the past few weeks. 

Mr. Stephens is a business man whe,ts con, 
vinced that industry will prosner in this 
country if it is conducted in a business-lske 
way. As head of the firm of Stephens and 
Bourke, he has shown this faith by starting 

beot factory in Dundalk, which already ts 
doing well. He has no doubt wheteyer that 
there is a great future for the Trish decora- 
tive glass industry. Y

He emphasised the important point that the 
generation of electricity, and .its. distribution 
to the consumers were separate processes. The 
actual production of cheap electricity, given 
the demand, was an engineering problem. 
But it was not enough to have cheap elec- 
tricity available. ere must be a good 
selling organisation. ready to meet the par- 
ticular requirements and the idiosyncracies 
of the actual individual consumer, who was 
the man thev wanted to beneftt. 


CONNECTING LINES. 


The great need in distribution was to reduce 
costs and make easy the formation of new 
authorities, whether: municipal or otherwise, 
to undertake the supply in areas which were 
not yet covered. e Act of 1919 simplified 
and cheapened the obtaining of Parliamentary 
sanction, 

“We do not think that much more is 
required here. During the last five years 254 
orders were issued for new or extended areas, 
bat in the interests of the electrical industry 
and of the nation legislation is required to 
expedite the process. We propose, while 
strengthening the powers of the Minister and 
the Commissioners. to set up an executive 
board, ‘with powers covering the whole 
country, for the purpose of establishing inter- 
connecting lines and co-ordinating in large 
areas hoth the existing large modern stations 
and others which are, and will be, required. 

“I do not mean a Government department. 
What we have in mind is a board managed 
by practical men, closely in touch with the 
industry, on the lines of such authorities as the 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board or the Port 
of London Authority, where common services 
necessary to an industry. are carried ont 
under the direction .of practical men. This 
new board will raise its own capital and will 
work on ordinary commercial lines. When it 
has earned interest and sinking fund on its 
capital, any surplus will be returned in respect 
of the reducing of charges. 


NO SUBSIDY. 


“We do not consider that any Government 
subsidy will be required, but, in order to 
enable so large a venture to be carried out 
successfully and to proceed through its early 
vears, it will be necessary to extend to it a 
Government guarantee, similar to that which 
has been given under the Trade Facilities Act 
to many fruitful enterprises.

From Our Own ConRESPONDENT. 


CAPE TOWN, Friday. 

After living for months amongst the 
bushmen of Keikum, the most primitive 
race on earth, filming the natives and 
their customs, and immense herds roaming 
what is said to be the richest game 
country in the world, the Denver African 
Expedition returned to Cape Town to-day. 
Whilst in this territory the expedition 
heard of a lost unknown tribe of bushmen 
who have been isolated for hundreds of 
years. Their. country is impregnable from 
the West by the rocky coast of the Soutn 
Atlantic, while the desert for hundreds of 
miles bars the Eastern approach. They 
have never heen seen by white men, and 
invariably flee at the approach of other 
bushmen. This lost tribe lives between 
Walfish Bay and the mouth of the Cunene 
River. i 

Such bushmen as the expedition - dis- 
covered were stunted, almost inhuman, 
creatures. . They devour ants' eggs, flying 
ants, mice, lizards, snakes and scorpions. 
The women usually dig the earth for food, 
while the men, who follow the lions, try to 
stea] their kill or filch carrion: from the 
vultures. 

After living six weeks with the natives, 
the members of the expedition were unable 
to pronounce any one of the seven clicks 
which comprise the language of the 
bushmen. 

All kinds of big game were discovered, 
and: the expedition declare that the 
province is richer than East Africa, 
which has hitherto been regarded as the 
hunter’s paradise. : 

One night the party counted 150 
elephants gathered round a water hole. 
On another occasion they saw a herd of 
15,000 head of wild cattle which had _ left 
dense forests during the daytime to escape 
the pest of flies. -

Our Athlone Covrespondefft says; The 
Athlone publicans, interviewed lyesterday, 
were of opinion that, so far as this district 
is concerned, the 10s. reduction in the hogs- 
head of stout cannot ‘be passed on to the 
consumer. They claimed that they were the 
first in Ireland to reduce the price’ of the 
bottle to 6d., and that of the pint to 9d. . 
Preferring to discuss the position ag it 
affects the publicans of Dubiin, they attacked 
thei: prices, which, they declared, are out 
of all reason. ‘‘ They speak of their higher 
overhead charges,” said one trader, “but 
mention nothing of their huge turnover. 
Some city publicans would sell as much stout 
in a day as a country publican would sell in 
the best part of a month. Take the case 
of Belmullet, where publicans have to cart 
their stout forty mules from the nearest 
railway station. They sell it at 6d. a bottle 
with a satisfactory profit; vet the publican 
across the road from Guinness’s brewery 
demands 8d. Why the public of Dublia 
cannot protect themselves in this matter 
traders in the country are at a loss to under- 
stand. Such charges would never be tolerated 
outside that city. the public of 
Dublin have to go on confessing their help- 
lessness, then the sooner the Government 
takes action the better. The new tribunal 
should force Dublin priees down to 6d. and 
9d. without a moment 's unnecessary delay.”’

IRISH LAND BONDS. 


DEALINGS TO BEGIN-NEXT 


MONDAY. ii 
GILT-EDGED SECURITY. 


The large quantity of Irish Land Stock 
at present quoted on the Dublin Stock 
Exchange will be augmented on Monday 
next, when £1,300,000.of Land Bonds, 
created under the Free State Act of 1923, 
will be officially listed. There is every 
likelihood that the early quotations for 
the new stock will be reasonable and that 
business will be exceedingly brisk, in view 
of the British guarantee of the bonds, 

In evéry sense the investment is a gilt- 
edged security. In all probability, the 
issues will continue until 19352, when the 
total amount. of the bonds in the market 
is expected to reach something . like 
£30,000,000. The certificates are being 
issued by the National Land Bank on 
instructions from the Land Commission. 


/ THE ACT. | 


Provision for the issue of. the bonds is 
made in the Land Bond Act of 1925, which 
provides that ‘‘ the bonds shall bear interest 
at the rate of 44 per cent. per annum .. . 
in British currency’ by equal, halí-yearly. in- 
stalments.’’ The bonds. are also redeemable 
at par in British currency, together with the 
payment of all arrears of interest, “' and the 
Minister for Finance shall make arrangements 
for. the redemption thereof within eighty 
years from the 18th day of December, 1924, 
by means of yearly or half-yearly drawings 
. « + + « Provided that any bonds may 
at any time after the expiration’ of thirty 
years from the issue thereof, if not pre- 
viously redeemed, be redeemed at par at such 
time and either by drawings or otherwise as 
the Minister for Finance may direct.” 

It will be interesting to see the price “st 
which sellers will be prepared to part with 
the new bonds. 

It. is anticipated that many holders will be 
anxious to turn their bonds into cash, and 


cheap “' lines,” especially small broken lots, 
which have been issued in payment of solici- 
tor’s costs, but which were left on the hands 
of the former landowners when their solici- 
tors expressed a preference for cash.

PROHIBITIVE FEES IN FRANCE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
i PARIS, Friday. 

Nearly 200,000 foreigners, anxious to be- 
come naturalised French citizens, are pre- 
vented from doing so because of the excessive 
cost, and the almost impossible restrictions. 
This was brought out in an inquiry in eon- 
nection with the movement to simplify the 
French citizenship laws. 

There are more than 3,000,000 foreigners liv- 
ing if France, and as many intend to make 
their home in the country for the remainder 
of their lives, the advocates of easier 
naturalisation assert that France is overlook- 
ing an obvious means of increasing the popu- 
lation by at least one million. 

It is exolained that the greater part of 
those who now desire to become French 
citizens are working class people, who can- 
not afford the 600 to 900 francs which it costs 
to obtain citizenship. 

In addition, there are only six officials in 
the whole of France charged with the service, 
and this, together with the immense amount 
of red tape, «'scourages the prospective 
citizens.

AN EVOLUTION TRIAL IN 


SERBIA. 


Proceedings brought about by a dispute as 
to whether man is descended from monkeys 
are to be heard in the little town of Vranja, 
South Serbia.

PARIS, Friday. 
The critical situation in which the 
Government was placed by the practical 
rejection of its Finance Bill by the 
Finance Committee of the Chamber, has 
been suddenly relieved by a fresh develop- 
ment in the situation, which occurred this 
evening’ towards the end of the sitting of 
the Chamber. Until late in the afternoon 
it was generally expected that the fate of 
the Government would be decided to- 
morrow by a grand financial debate, in 
which the Chamber would be asked to pro- 
nounce on the report of the Finance Com- 
mittee on the Government Bill. 


AN AMENDMENT. | 

It now seems probable that the report 
will not be presented, at any rate not in 
its present form. A” basis for a com- 
promise between the Government and the 
Finance Committee has been found. 

In the course of to-day M. Falcoz, a 
member of the Socialist-Republican group, 
which belongs to the Cartel, but which 
also happens to number M. Briand among 
its members, presented an amendment to 
the Doumer Bill, the effect of which was 
to restore for this year only the ‘‘ tax on 
payments ’’ which the Committee had yes- 
terday suppressed. i 

M. Doumer had always maintained that 
it was only a provisional measure, but the 
Committee had taken notice of this. 

Towards. the end of this afterncon M. 
Briand appeared in the lobbies of the Cham- 

and entered into conversation with a 
number of deputies and jcurnalists. He let 
it be understood that the Government was 
prepared to fight for the Doumer Bill to- 
morrow, but that it would accept the Falcoz 
amendment. 

The news spread quickly in the lobbies 
and came to the ears of the Cartel-ist mem: 
bers of the Finance Committee, which -had 
just passed the Lamoureux report, rejecting 
the Government bill. The Radical mem- 
bers ‘seized upon the chance of a compro- 
mise, and promptly agreed to support the 
amendment. 

The change of position on the part of the 
Radicals finally decides the attitude of the 
Finance Committee. It means that the Com- 
mittee will go back on its vote and accept 
the “ tax on payments,’ which is the main 
feature of the Doumer Bill for this year. 
This concession will most probably serve the 
Government’s purpose. There is now every 
chance of an agreement being , effected 
between the Government and the Radica!s 
and Socialist-Republicans, if not the Socialists 
themselves. 


SITTING DEFERRED. 

The sequel to this development: was the 
decision of the Chamber to defer its next 
sitting until” Tuesday, and it is not by any 
means certain that the Finance Bill will be 
then discussed. <A little more time will be 
required to settle the details of the com- 
promise. 

This sudden transformation of the situation 
at the last moment is due, in the first in- 
stance, to M. Briand’s gifts of persuasion and 
unrivalled experience in handling the Chamber, 
either en masse or in detail, and, secondly, to 
the sincere desire of the greater part of the 
Chamber not to have another crisis. 

They feel that in the circumstances. it 
Would disgrace France in the eyes of the 
whole, world if there were another political 
perisis just now. But M. Briand’s sagacity 
has undoubtedly turned the scale. , 

He has been busy for the past two days 
cajoling individual deputies or sections of 
groups, using arguments with one and 
promises with another, applying alternately 
grave reasoning and pure bluff. It seems now 
as if his success were assured.

EVIDENCE AT RUBBER 
INQUIRY.

Mr. Harvey Firestone, the most violent 
protestant among the tyre manufacturers 
in all chat concerns the British restrictions 
upon the export of rubber, appeared this 
morning before the Committee of the 
House of Representatives which is in- 
quiring int; the operation of this and 
other ‘‘ Government controls’’ of raw 
materials. 

He had n> information to give as to the 

price he had’ paid for rubber since the 
Stevenson scheme came into force; as to 
what it cost him to manufacture a standard 
tyre, or what variations there had been 
in the pric* charged by his firm to ‘retail 
dealers, 
“On these, points he either professed 
ignorance or admitted that he did not 
desire .to make tlie. figures a matter of 
record. ; 

Mr. Firestone spoke at great length of 
his intention to develop rubber in Liberia. 
He painted a picture of'a million acres 
under cultivation there at some time in the 
undefined future, but he did not seem to 
be clear as to how, from a total population 
of two million, enough labour to work so 
vast a field could, or would, be obtained. 


' SUBSIDY NOT WANTED. 


Mr. Firestone (adds Reuter) said that 
the United States should do everything in 
its power, consistent with its foreign 
policies, to encourage investment by the 
American people in the development of 
rubber plantations in far-off countries. Hé 
further declared that the Government 
should attempt to remove those laws in 
the Philippines which were inimical to 
large-scale rubber development, and 
should pass laws to encourage the invest- 
ment of American capital there. 

“I am not in favour of a subsidy,” 
he said, ‘‘ whether as an import tax or in 
any other form; nor do Í favour any 
measures which might be regarded as in 
any sense retaliatory towards the British 
Government or any other country.” 

Mr. Firestone added that’ the first 
rubber shipment from Mexico was now on 
its way to the United States, despite the 
burning of buildings and the holding up 
of shipments by revolutionaries. Political 
uncertainty, indeed, was the chief obstacle 
to rubber development of sources near at 
hand.

LETTER TO PREMIER FROM 
BRITISH TRADERS. 


The Federation of British Industries has 
addressed to the Prime Minister a letter on 
the marketing of Empire products in Great 
Britain as follows :— 

The Federation of British Industries have 
recently had under consideration the ques- 
tion of. inter-Imperial trade. It is needless 
for me to point out the importance of the 
Empire markets as consumers of British 
manufactured goods, and the urgent neces- 
sity for taking such steps as may be prac- 
ticable to encourage the overseas portions 
of the Empire to draw their supplies of such 
goods so far as possible from British 
sources. It is sufficient to point out that, 
in 1924, the value of United Kingdam ex- 
ports to the Empire amounted to 
£557 ,006,000 sterling and represented 41 per 
cent. of the total export trade of this 
country. 

The need for an increase in the total of 
our export trade is evident, and is the true 
solution of our unemployment problem. 
The Federation believes that it is in the 
everseas markets of the Emnire where so 
many factors favourable to British trade 
exist, such as community of race and lan- 
guace, similarity ef habits, preference for 
British goods, that the best opportunity 
ofiers for any substantial increase in this 
direction. 

_ If, ‘however, any considerable development 
in United Kingdom exports to the Empire 
is to take place, it must pfoceed pari passu 
with an increase in the purchasing power 
of the overseas portions of the Empire. In 
the opinion of the Federation, the question

THE HAGUP, 

The sudden frost and cold wav 
Holland is increasing the havoc cans 
the recent heavy floods, and is enuangering 
hundreds of lives by bringing all relie 
ures to a standstill. 

At Druel 100 houses have collapsed, or 
the -Vicarage and the Town Hall remaining 
standing. At Alphen 90 houses have fallen 
down owing to the pressure of the ice 

The barriers of ice that are forming 


Hooded sections have become a constant 
menace, threatening to burst a number cf 
dykes and blocking all the ways of communi- 
cation into many towns and villages. Owing 


to the impossibility of reaching the icebound 
villages either by boat or sledge; hundreds of 
people are isolated, without a possibility of 
outside aid. 

A strong eastern wind is quickening the 
flow of water from Germany and Belgium, 
so that the situation in the flooded areas is 
growing more serious instead of becoming 
relieved. ‘The sudden frost at a temperature 
of 15 degrees Fahrenheit renders evacuation 
schemes impossible. 

On the Vecht and Yssel, where the dykes 
are still holding, ice dams are forming. Army 
engineers have been unable to blow them up. 
Several roads which had been temporarily 
repaired are now flooded out, and, owing 
to the covering of snow and ice, are com- 
pletely impassable. Four villages in this 
locality are entirely isolated.

‘Trains that reached Perpignan to-day 
were several hours late.

Even Corsica has not es- 
caped the snow.

RUSSIA. 


COMMUNISTS MURDERED 
BY VILLAGERS. 


AUTHORITIES REFUSE 
TO’ TAKE ACTION,

News has been coming for some time from 
South Russia about a fresh wave of anti- 
Soviet activity in the villages. To-day the 
Soviet Government makes known that at Mik- 
hailoysk, a village near Bieloe Tserkovno, 
the Kulaks (well-to-do peasants) have seized 
the lands which the authorities sequestrated 
in 1922, and have distributed them among 
the landless. Apparently the Kulaks con- 
sidered the present moment favourable, for 
they had submitted for four years to the 
alienation of their lands. 

In a village in Chernigoff Province, 
chairman of the Village Poverty League 
been shot by Kulaks in his own house, 
assailants fring. through the window. 

At Katerinoft village, in Kieff Province, 
the manager of the Co-Operative Society, 
named Teibovsky, was killed by villagers, 
An official report says that this murder had 
a political basis, because Leibovsky was a 
staunch champion of the Soviets against the 
Kulaks.

The boom in the real estate business in 
Florida is compared by a correspondent of the 
Menchester Guardian to the Californian gold 
rush of 1849. But, hé hastens to add, that 
this is a gold rush without the gold, an 
oil bonanza without the oil; and herein lies 
its weakness, for. ultimately the amazing 
profits in Florida will be paid for by the 
unlucky final owners, who will find that 
there is no market for the lots they have 
purchased at prices far: beyond any possible 
capitalisation of the land’s earning. capacity. 

The motor cars and the good roads are 
among the principal factors in the creation 
of this boom. Other factors are (1) the 
great prosperity of the Umited States during 
the past four years; (2). the skill of the 
Florida realto*s; and (3) the fact that Florida 
has incorporated in her Constitution a pledge 
that there shall never be any income or iu 
heritanee taxes levied by the State. 

The bad points of the boom are easily 
seen. One ig. the unscrupulous realtor 
who sells useless lots in undesirable localities 
and gets widows of limited means -to sign 


The Florida realtor is all things to 
all mew. - He drags in everything that 
will help him to ‘sell his lots—cupidity, 
religion,. patriotism, romance, poetry, 
bad French, Ponce. de eLon and. his 
Fountain .of Youth, the Red Indians, 
the buccaneers, the Guif Stream, and 
a long list of men who have either 
visited Florida or bought themselves houses 
there... Among these men are Thomas A 
Edison, Henry Ford, Hamilton Holt, John 
McCormack, Arthur Brisbane, of the Hearst 
newspapers, and the late William Jennings 
Bryan. 

As a rule the eloquence of the realtor is 
aimed at the average man, especially at the 
man who likes to be considered “ hard- 
headed ” and “ practical’’—but is not. A 
good specimen of this kind of appeal is to be 
found in a half-page advertisement of a Mr. 
Williams, a Miami realtor, in, the Aftami 
Tribune. It is entitled ‘‘ Just Got Back! A 
Hot Shot. from J. K. Williams,” and is in the

tweed firms, speaking at Aberdeen. It was 
very wrong that it should be sold, as ‘t 
oiten was, as genuine cloth. It ought to be 
stamped “shoddy,’’ and then, perhaps, the 
public would buy less for show and’more for 
quality. . 

Among obstacles in the way of the -e- 
covery of the woollen industry was the lack 
of concentration and initiative on the part 
of masters and men. There had seldom been 
less originality shown as regards design and 
colour in cloth than at the present time. 

ere was careless workmanship through- 
out, from the spinning of the yarn to the 
finished article. Yarn was not spun :o 
evenly as it used to be, owing to the speed- 
ing up of machinery. “Genetally speaking, 
ihe cloth was not so good as it used to be.

PROMOTING A NEW BRITISH 
INDUSTRY. 


The-demand for clothes made of rabbit fur 


js. likely to. grow, for the wild fur-bearing 


ahimals of the world are becoming fewer, said 
a speaker at the first national rabbit industry 
conference, which took place at Bradford. It 
was said that Great Britain was importing 
millions of pounds worth of foreign furs, 
which were inferior to those produced in the 
country. Last year 10,000,000 rabbit skins 
were imported, against 2.500,000 in 1913. 

Mr. John Emslev, President of the Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce, said that at present 
the raw material of the rabbit wool industry 
was a luxury; but if the breeders could pro- 
duce it at a price the consumer could afford to 
pay, and in sufficient quantities, they could 
be assured that all they could grow would be 
used in the mills of the West Riding, and 
especially Bradford. 

Mr. P. A. Francis, Small Livestock Com- 
missioner of the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, said that the rabbit was becoming 
a matter of national importance. Those in- 
terested must try to remove the prejudice 
which existed against eating English-bred 
tame rabbits, and to make rabbit fur the 
fashion. 

Dr. J. B. McDougall (Northumberland), 
speaking on ‘‘ Angora Wool,” said that ‘the 
fibres might be produced up to 8in. long. 
[The average “crop” for each rabbit was 
between ‘10 and 12 ounces per annum. The 
price of the mixed variety of wool was 35s. a 
lb., and for the very finest fibres 88s. per Ib. 

An English farmer, said another delegate, 
had told him that the breeding of Angora 
rabbits paid better than the breeding of 
sheep.

PROPOSAL BY ROTARIANS. 


A move for higher ethics in business is 
proposed by the Rotary clubs of Great Britain, 
vho.hope to bring a resolution before the 
forthcoming Economic Conference of the 
League of Nations. 

It is suggested that the Leacue shall initiate 
meéchinery whereby the standards of business 
practice obtaining in the various nations’ of 
the world shall be studied and compared se 
that all possible may be done towards remov- 
ing such practices as may be conducive to 
international misunderstanding and ill-will. 

A joint committee of Rotary International 
with the League of Nations Union, on which 
it is hoped to secure the co-operation of the 
International Chamber of Commerce, is to be 
set up. In the event of such a resolution 
being brought before the Economic Confer- 
ence, it is stated that America would probably 
be represented by a leading member of the 
executive of the Rotary international head- 
quarters at Chicago, the campaign in favour of 
higher business ethics having been initiated 
by Rotarians in the United States. 


THE LATE MAJOR-GENERAL 
YOUNG. 


The funeral of Major-General James Charles 
Young, C.B., Colonel of the Royal Sussex 
Regiment, took ‘place. at Golders Green, 
London. He was a son of the late Mr. Henry 
Lindsay Young, J.P.; D.L.,; of Leemountin, 
County Cork. He married-in 1896 Madeline, 
daughter of Mr. J. G. Leeb, of Capetown, and 
had one son and one daughter. His son, 
Second-Lieutenant Neville Lindsay Young, 
was killed in action near Highwood during the 
battle of the Somme, on the 20th of Sugust, 
1916, while serving with the second battalion 
of the Royal Sussex (his father’s regiment). 
Of late years it was remarked that General 
Young was greatly affected by the loss of his 
only son, a fine young officer who showed pro- 
mise of following in his father’s footsteps. 
General Young had a distinguished miliary 
career, and much local sympathy is extended 
to the members of his family on the death ol 
s» notable a Corkman. 

Since his retirement in 1919 General Young 
kept constantly in touch with regimental 
affairs, and was very active in promoting the 
Old Comrades’ Association and re-union meet- 
ings of the Royal Sussex Regiment. His 
death is a great loss to the regiment. and he 
is deeply mourned by all ranks, past and 
present.

IRISH FISHERIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TUE TRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—In reply to numerous letters of 
criticism and suggestions in. the Press and to 
this office, we wish to inform all interested 
readers, fishermen and others that, as a re- 
sult of our efforts and arising directly from 
the public meeting held last month by the 
Association in the Mansion House, Di 
the Minister for Fisheries promised to deal 
as early as possible with the question of the 
revaluation of fishing boats. He further pro- 
mised to consider, and try to effect, a reduc- 
tion of the outstanding arrears on loans to 
fishermen 

These concessions, carried into effect, would 
bring much needed and immediate relief to 
the body of Irish fishermen. They would also 
encourage the young men to carry on the 
work of their fathers. and endeavour to 
secure better facilities for the marketing of 
their catches and better equipment. The out- 
standing arrears, in many cases, loom heavily 
on the horizon of the sons of fishermen. and 
deter them from accepting the responsibilities 
for their fathers’ debts and carrying on the 
traditional calling. The removal or abate- 
ment of these, in many cases uncollectable, 
arrears, coupled with constructive efforts in 
other directions, would help substantially to 
give heart and hope to hundreds or thousands 
of fishermen all round the coast. 

Further, the Association requested the 
Minister to cenyene, at an early date, a con- 
ference of representatives of all those in- 
terestea in Irish fishing, including buyers, 
curers, boat and net manufacturers, etc., as 
well ‘as oil and transport interests, with a 
view to the drawing up of a concrete scheme 
for the. development of the industry. We be- 
heve that such a conference should, and 
must, be held, and a suitable scheme drafted, 
before any considerable headway can be made. 
We, therefore, call upon fishermen and their 
friends in every centre to prepare for organi- 
sation, so that the demands and suggestions 
put forward by this. Association at the forth- 
coming conference may be made on behalf of 
the overwhelming majority of the fishermen 
North, South. East and West, and the ad- 
vantages to be wen mav be equally wide- 
spread. Suggestions for the establishment of 
branches where none already exists should be 
forwarded to me.—Yours, etc...

RAIL OR ROAD? 
———-— ?>-- - —_ 
VIEWS OF SIR HENRY 
MAYBURY. 

The question of alleged unfair competition 
between the road transport and the railway 
companies, who are common. carriers, was 
dealt with by Sir Henry Mavybury, Director- 
General of Roads under the Ministry of 
Transport, in a speech in London. : 

He admitted that there was some ground 
for the contention, though he pointed out 
there is a certain set-off to these losses. 
Statistics proved there is no very consider- 
able amount of long-haulage traffic over the 
roads of Great Britain, for he found that 
the maximum distance of travel of. the com- 
mercial motor vehicle ra¥ely exceeds twenty- 
five miles. 

THE MOTOR OMNIBUS. 

He considered that the most remarkable 
development in road transport in post-war 
years has been that of the motor ’bus. These 
vehicles are often in competition, not only 
with the railways, but with the tramways 
and trackless trollies. 

Before an omnibus can be licensed in many 
States in America an application for sanction 
must be made to a board of control. It is 
incumbent upon the members of that board, 
before agreeing to the issue of a licence, to 


see that public necessity and convenience 
justify it. 
Such co-ordination . procedure, Sir H. 


Maybury held, is clearly sound and worthy 
of emulation. It should the business of 
some properly constituted authority to see 
that, by good staff work, (1) public transit 
requirements are met, (2) there is not waste, 
and (3) that dividends are earned and paid 
upon the capital invested. Then, with such 
a condition of things obtaining, there should 
be no difficulty in attracting new capital, to 
ensure extensions and developments being 
undertaken as and when necessary, and this 
without any charge upon the ratepayer and 
taxpaver. 

Some means must be devised to permit of 
the transportation of commercial goods to 
proceed on lines which are for the good of 
the community unhampered by unfair re- 
strictions.
